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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 2, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
'260. 

Claims are rejected as anticipated by the reference since the melt blown 
microfibers as required by the claims are taught. The fibers are taught with the required 
polycycloolefin polymers as a component. Applicants have argued that the reference 
also requires acid containing polymers. This is true, however, the claims do not exclude 
other components. The microfibers of the reference, therefore, read on the claimed 
invention and the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 remains proper.
